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THE MODERN CONCEPTION OF LIGHT 








Much could be said about the importance of 
eyes. Books, volume upon volume, have been 
written portraying how eyes, next to life itself, 
are the most vital of all human possessions 
how eyes are the most dominant of all senses 
governing human behavior — how the importance 
of eyes goes far beyond mere perception in that 
through registering permanent impressions on 
the inner consciousness they enable us to think 
visually. However, the tremendous importance 
of eyes is a subject that everyone appreciates 
most deeply. We shrink from the thought of 
ever losing them. Yet, completely unmindful 
of the fact, we have for centuries been subjecting 
eyes to severe strain. 

Great strides have been made by eye specialists 
in the study of the complex organization of the 
eyes. When the eyes become dimmed or strained 
the oculists or optometrists are able to pre- 
scribe lenses which will in a general sense restore 
normal vision. However, all of this study and 
progress has been largely confined to the function 
of eyes as a tool which can be sharpened whenever 
becoming dull. We have overlooked the fact 
that without light this tool would be completely 
inoperative and useless. Without light we could 
not see. So it is that modern thinking emphasizes 
the fact that seeing is an intimate relationship 
between vision and lighting. And through this 
new thought an entirely new conception of 
lighting and its importance to human welfare 
and efficiency has been created. 

This modern conception of light deals with the 
relationship between lighting and the normal 
function of the eyes, seeing. It deals first of all 
with the importance of lighting in preventing 
eye-strain and impairment of vision. And it 
deals secondly with the importance of lighting 
in preventing fatigue, muscular tension, and 
other disorders in the human body. 



The facts now brought to light through years 
of study by Seeing Specialists represent informa- 
tion that everyone should know. And to fully 
appreciate this information in its broad sense it is 
interesting to turn back the pages of time and 
trace the history of man's development of eyes 
and lighting. 

To approach these relationships intelligently 
and understandingly, some standard measure 
for the intensity of light must be established. 
For this purpose scientists have adopted the 
footcandle, the footcandle being the illumination 
at a point on a perpendicular surface one foot 
away from a standard candle. With this ac- 
cepted unit measure of illumination it is possible 
to intelligently trace the development of eyes 
through civilization, discovering the levels of 
illumination which have contributed to the 
development of eyes. 

From the beginning of civilization, for thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of years, man lived 
outdoors. He used his eyes mostly for seeing 
distant things, he did very few close visual tasks. 
His eyes were trained and fashioned to work 
under natural light. And the intensity of this 
natural light varies from 1,000 footcandles in 
the shade of a tree to 10,000 footcandles beneath 
the bright sun and blue sky.

All through this outdoor period of evolution, 
while man was progressing, developing physically 
and mentally, nature was molding his eyes. 
It has only been up to the past two centuries 
that man's life has not been mainly an outdoor 
one. The last two centuries seem only as yester- 
day as compared with the thousands of years 
which preceded the eighteenth century. So i t might 
be said that man has virtually just moved indoors. 
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THE EVOLUTION OF ARTIFICIAL LIGHT SOURCES 
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With this change, the entire standards of 
living have revolutionized. Where children used 
to work outdoors on the farm, they are now 
today in school. Whereas man confined his 
uties to the soil and the trees, he is now working 
factories, in offices and in stores. This means 
that today we are performing tremendously 
more severe visual tasks and are being forced 
to perform them under unnatural, artificial 
iL'hting conditions. Eyes, which have been 
accustomed to performing naturally under from 
1,000 to 10,000 footcandles (natural light), are 
today being forced to perform many times more 
critical work at levels of illumination that vary 
on an average from 1 to 5 footcandles. This 
fact in itself should explain to a degree whv 
there is so much eye-strain today, why one- 
fourth of the young people suffer from defective 
on, why three-fourt of all people over 50 
cm defective vision, why 95 per cent 
of all people over 60 have defective vision. 

It is difficult to justify such poor lighting con- 
ditions with modern electric light. But just 
consider this light. We have only had the 
electric light since 1879, just a bit over 50 years 
ag Am] the de . lopment of electric light, 
although it revolutionized lighting, did not 
provide a means for proper illumination until 



the development of the tungsten filament in 
1907. So it might be said from a practical 
viewpoint that lighting has acquired most of 
its present importance in the past two decades. 
But even with the high, efficient development 
of the electric lights today, we are still working

under lighting intensities reminiscent of the 
candlehght and kerosene light days. These facts 
have been brought to light through the develop- 
ment of the L.ght Merer. This new scientific in- 
strument provides a simple, intelligent means of 
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measuring modern illumination. And it is dis- 
covered, amazingly so, that in very few places 
where eyes are used, is there as much as 10 foot- 
candles of light. 

This totally inadequate illumination has not 
come about through intentional negligence, but 
mainly .because we have never questioned the elec- 
tric light. And through this confidence in it little 
effort has been made to measure it to the end of 
specifying scientifically-correct illumination. Also 
we have not been aware of the many vital effects 
that improper lighting has on the eyes and the 
human body. 

During the past 25 years scientists have devot- 
ed great study to the relationship between light- 
ing and vision. They have made many startling 
discoveries, which are destined to completely revo- 
lutionize present lighting standards. 

First and most important of these discoveries 
has been the specification of the proper illumina- 
tion necessary for the various visual tasks per- 
formed. And in this respect they have developed, 
as mentioned before, the Light Meter which is a 
convenient, portable and intelligent method of 
measuring lighting intensities. For instance, take 
an average private office of today. Scientists have 
found out that good practice for lighting intensity 
in an office is 20-30 footcandles for close work and 
10-20 footcandles where no close work is per- 
formed. However, lighting standards in offices 
today are far below these specified intensities. 
Eyes are not only being needlessly strained, but 
other serious results are being effected. 

Eye-strain, of course, is the most obvious re- 
sult of reading and working under inadequate 
lighting. But the insidious thing about strainin 
the eyes is the fact that eyes very rarely complain 
during the periods of strain. Instead, such 
things as headache, indigestion, sleepiness, ner- 
vousness and fatigue make themselves evident, 
and nine chances out of ten these ailments are 
attributed at the time to everything except 
strained eyes. 

From this new understanding of the eyes, 
comes one of the most important discoveries in 
modern illumination. Practically everyone has 
had the experience of working indoors at a desk 
all day long and going home at night more 
physically tired than if they had been perform- 
ing manual labor. This phenomenon has been 
puzzling for years but now it can be easily under- 



stood how this fatigue can be caused to a great 
degree by strained eyes produced by inadequate 
illumination. And inasmuch as fatigue is one 
of the greatest factors contributing to inefficiency 
in business today, lighting, proper lighting, now 
becomes a vital consideration to everyone. 
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A man wot king at a desk all day long under inadequate light 
can go home more -physically tired than a manual worker. 
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But still another discovery has been made 
which contributes greatly to specifying proper il- 
lumination. This discovery has to do with glare. 












Look at the Sun . . . a good example of glare. 

It has been found chat even with illumination of 
the proper intensity, that the beneficial effec will 
be offset if there is glare in the line of vision. In 
ther words, make the simple test of attempting to 
look directly at the sun for any length of time. 
You know the results. Glare, similar to this, 
which comes from bare lamps or bright luminaires 
in the line of vision have the same effect upon the 
body and the e s even though we be unconscious 
of it at the time. Surface reflections, such as re- 
flet i of light from the walls or from a desk, or 
from an a< laJ piece of work, also contributes a 
in glare which must be considered in meeting 
modern illuminai gs ards. 

Another important fact revealed today is that 
modern lighting should be uniform throughout the 
re n. Fatigi and muscular tension are created 
diatelv up shifting the eyes from a bright 
spot close by to a d area at a distance. This 

mc s that a n tfking at a desk or reading 

nder the bright light of a portable lamp where 
tli jrrounding room is dark is abject to severe 

and tension through shifting his eyes from 

his work to surrounding spots of the room. This 

does not mean, however, that portable lamps are 

P oor ice, the are eery desirable for close 

isuaJ work. However, it does mean that general 

illumination must be considered first and local 

ipplementiur] illumination considered secondly. 

A it means that in general illumination a type 

luminaire lighting unit) must be specified 

which will diffuse the lighting of proper intensity 



throughout the room so that safe, efficient work 
can be accomplished in even the corners. 

From the brief foregoing explanations it can be 
readily appreciated that the modern conception of 
light is an important science. It can be seen how, 
through the discoveries it has made, a great for- 
ward step in human efficiency has been made. It 
can be understood how, through these new illumi- 
nation standards, that lighting everywhere will be 
revolutionized. 

New researches are in progress so that great 
strides in the future can be expected from this new 
science. Many new startling revelations can be ex- 
pected pertaining to the relationship of lighting to 
seeing. This relationship, beyond all shadow of 
doubt, goes tremendously farther than what is 
known today. However, the facts we now have 
are sufficient to guide us in revising present light- 
ing standards and lighting equipment. 

We know that lighting intensities today are 
totally inadequate; we know that there is glare 
and uneven distribution in present lighting equip- 
ment. And we now have the facts, the tools, and 
new lighting equipment necessary to achieve the 
new lighting standards. The scientists have 
pioneered the facts, the manufacturers of electri- 
cal lighting equipment have pioneered new lumi- 
naires, and now it is directly up to every individ- 
ual who sells or specifies lighting equipment to 
pioneer the sale of proper illumination to commer- 
cial, industrial, and residential groups. 

In order to do this intelligently, it will naturally 
require a definite technical knowledge of how to 
specify and design a modern lighting installation. 
And in order that you might have all of the facts 
simply, intelligently, and concisely, Westinghouse 
has provided and combined in this one book com- 
plete information regarding the design of a modern 
lighting installation. Consider this book your 
handbook and guide book— use it whenever you 
are specifying a lighting installation. 

Banish Inadequate Illumination 

For all practical purposes it can be said, and 
ver> safely so, that illumination everywhere is 
totally inadequate. Stores, offices, factories, 
homes, schools, hospitals, banks, and all other in- 
stitutions can benefit directly in comfort, efficien- 
cy and production, proper illumination offers 
varying advantages, depending upon the type of 
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work being done* And from the standpoints of ef- 
ficiency and productiveness, better lighting has a 
very definite monetary saving to individuals. 

How better lighting pays its cost is shown best 
by this example: A series of tests conducted in the 
offices of seven large firms who thought their 
office lighting was "very good" proved conclusive- 
ly that the transcription of shorthand notes aver- 
age 20.1 per cent faster with scientific illumina- 
tion. Even typewriting from printed copy shot up 
11.2 per cent. 



Another example, (and there are hundreds 
more) in the stencil department of a large, national 
magazine the lighting was harsh and glaring. A 
new system was installed providing soft, even 
light at a 50 per cent increase in electrical con- 
sumption, A careful check of production showed, 
that with the new system the savings effected 
through increased production alone paid for the 
entire installation in 90 days. Each day thereafter 
the new system actually earned $1.10 per day over 
the operating cost. 
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INTRODUCTION 

Intelligent specification of a particular lighting installation in 
which it is desired to achieve a definite lighting intensity requires 
more than a "rule of thumb" specification system. Even the most 
experienced lighting engineer cannot afford to guess as to the types 
of luminaire and the wattage required . . . keeping in mind that a 
lighting representative is not selling mere lighting equipment, but is 
selling proper illumination. To achieve proper illumination for a 
specified installation, the lighting representative must have certain 
technical information and formulas to choose the proper lighting 
equipment. 

A very simple method has been worked out whereby lighting 
equipment can be simply and intelligently specified for any installa- 
tion. This method is explained in detail in the following chapter. 
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Deciding the Footcandle Illumination Required 



As has been mentioned previously the basis for 
specifying proper illumination is the proper foot- 
candle intensity of illumination for the installation 
under consideration. In every instance, where 
new illumination is being considered, the Light 
Meter will portray in footcandles the exist- 
ing intensity of illumination. The first step in the 
design of an interior lighting installation therefore, 
must be to determine the existing intensity and 
the degree to which it must be increased to realize 



• 



proper intensities. 

In Table I are given the footcandle values of il- 



lumination that have been found by experience to 
be desirable for quick and comfortable vision. 
Where any particular location or operation is not 
listed, a comparable place of industry may be sub- 
stituted. The footcandle illumination values are 
given for an average horizontal working plane 30 
inches high, this is an accepted engineering 
standard. 

After referring to these tables and securing the 
footcandle intensity required, the next step is the 
specification of lighting equipment and wattage 
which will provide the specified intensities. 



II — Determining the Room Factor 

Lighting equipment must be fashioned to con- 
form with the physical characteristics of a room 
just as a suit of clothes must be fitted to the physi- 
cal characteristics of an individual. A room must 
be appraised first from the standpoint of its gen- 
eral proportions; second, from the color and the 
material of the walls and ceiling; and third, from 
the standpoint of its situation, whether it is locat- 
ed where the air is reasonably clean or whether 
there is a presence of dust, dirt, soot, smoke, or 
other similar elements which would tend to collect 
on, or in, the lighting units and thereby reduce effi- 
ciency. A simple table, Table II, has been pre- 
pared which gives a general summary of these con- 
ditions, and will prove very helpful in selecting 
lighting units of proper wattage and proper 
character. 

Note first of all the general proportions of the 
room, whether its width is twice, three or four 
times the ceiling height, or whether it is approxi- 
mately equal to the ceiling height. 

Now note the texture and color of the walls and 
ceiling. The illumination in any room is depend- 
ent upon the amount of light reflected from the 
walls and ceiling. White walls reflect more light 
than gray walls . . . gray walls reflect more light 
than black walls. Therefore, in appraising the 
color of the walls and ceiling three general classifi- 
cations are used: Light, medium, dark. 

The following table gives some idea of the colors 
in these three classifications and of their different 
reflecting qualities:

After noting the general proportions of the 
room, the second step in selecting a Room Factor 
is to determine whether the walls and ceiling are 
light, medium, or dark. The third and final step is 
deciding whether or not the air is clean or subject 
to dusty, sooty, or smoky conditions. This third 
consideration is referred to as a maintenance condi- 
tion in that it has to do with the maintenance of 
the lighting unit. There is no definite table or 
guide to go by in selecting this condition except 
observation. This condition is classified as either 
Very Good or Fair. 
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Now, by referring to Table II, with the room 
proportions in mind, with the classification of 
I ight, Medium, or 'ark for color, and Very Good 



or Fair for maintenance, the Room Factor can 
easily be determined. This factor is not a numerical 
one, but is given in terms of "A", "B", and "C f \ 



III — Selecting the Type of Lighting Unit Best 
Adapted To the Location and the Activity To Be Performed

beams. Other conditions influencing the choice of 
lighting equipment are: Appearance of the lighted 
room, direct and reflected glare, shadows, vertical 
illumination and ease of relamping. 

In practically all commercial installations semi- 
indirect lighting is most desirable, inasmuch as 
these luminaires are the most practical for elimi- 
nation of glare and even distribution of illumina- 
tion. 

Westinghouse provides two types of semi-indi- 
rect luminaires; the open basin type, the Magna- 
lux, and the totally enclosed globe type, the Luna- 
lux, and Lunaire. Both of these luminaires are ex- 
tremely efficient. The most recent and advanced 
of the two is the Magnalux. This luminaire is 92 
per cent efficient, extremely attractive and decora- 
tive in design, easy to clean, durable, and the 
illumination it provides is unequalled by any other 
commercial luminaire. Magnalux, because of its 
Galax glass, reduces glare to a minimum and 
makes possible uniform, soft illumination required 
for eye comfort and physical well being. 

Westinghouse also provides a complete line of 
direct lighting luminaires for use where semi-indi- 
rect lighting is not to be specified. The Sollux, 
Sollaire and Sollite luminaires are offered in plain 
and decorated designs to meet practically ever\ 
need. 

Industrial Lighting 

In industrial locations where appearance is an 
unimportant factor and maximum efficiency is de- 
sired, open bottom reflectors of porcelain enamel- 
ed steel, chromium plate or aluminum should be 
used. 

Direct glare, reflected glare, insufficient illumi- 
nation, non-uniformity of illumination, harsh 
shadows and gloom, are characteristics of poor 
illumination which must be avoided in the design 
of any good industrial lighting installation. 

Direct glare usually results from the use of hare 
lamps, or lamps that are not correctly shielded 
from the eve. This condition mav be corrected 

* - 

through the use of proper reflectors, deep enough 
to shield the lamp filament and suspended ar a 
proper height. 



Reflected glare, although difficult to eliminate 

where polished or glossy surfaces are below the 
level of the worker's eyes, may be greatly reduced 
by the proper placing of the light source, or by the 
use of white bowl lamps, inside frosted lamps, or 
diffusing glassware. 

Insufficient illumination is usually caused by 
the improper placing of lighting equipment with 
relation to the work, or by the use of lamps of in- 
sufficient wattage or unsuitable reflectors. 

Non-uniformity of" illumination generally re- 
sults from too wide a spacing of outlets for the 
mounting height, or from the use of bare lamps or 
unsuitable reflecting equipment. 

Harsh shadows are usuallv caused I lack of 
diffusion, by improperly directed light, or too wide 
spacing of units. This condition may be overcome 
by the use of white bowl lamps, inside frosted 
lamps, or diffusing glassware accessories properl] 
located. 

Gloom is usually the result of dark surround- 
ings, or of inadequate general illumination. It 
may prevail even though high intensities of il- 
lumination are provided on the work; dark side 
walls, ceilings, and machinery produce this de- 
pressing effect. To avoid gloom, walls and ceilings 
should be finished in light colors and proper in- 
tensities of general illumination provided. 

Most of the above evils can be overcome l>\ 

- 

specifying the proper type of industrial reflectors. 
Many types and kinds of reflecting equipment are 
used in industrial lighting. The tendency is to 
standardize on lighting equipment for the more 
common areas and operations. Porcelain enamel- 
ed steel reflectors are in popular favor due to their 
durability and efficiency. Of this type, the RLM 
Standard Dome Reflector is extensively used and 
with satisfactory results. This reflector has a wide 
light distribution, yet is so designed that glare is 
minimized. 

RLM Standard Dome Reflectors are manufac 
tured in five different sizes. It is of vital impor- 
tance that the proper lamp be used with each size 
of reflector. If too small a lamp is used in a re- 
flector the light is confined to a limited area and 
the efficiency of the unit is greatly reduced. If too 
large a lamp is used with a reflector the lamp itself 
protrudes beyond the bottom edge, causing glare.

Determining the Size of Lamps To Provide the Necessary 

Footcandles with Units Selected 



The selection of the proper wattage for each 
lighting unit selected is of prime importance in se- 
curing the footcandle intensity desired. Although 
the Tables provided in this chapter for selecting 
the correct wattage are simple and easy to use, the 
utmost care should be exercised in using them. 

The next step is to determine whether the exist- 
ing ceiling outlets in the room are properly located 
so that if one luminaire of the type selected is in- 
stalled at each outlet an evenly distributed illumi- 
nation over the room will be obtained. The spac- 
ing between outlets is dependent upon the mount- 
ing height of the luminaires. The mounting height 
is the distance from the floor to the bottom of the 
globe or reflector of the luminaire. A good rule to 
follow is that the spacing between luminaires 



should be approximately equal to the mounting 
height and in no case should the spacing be more 
than \}/2 times the mounting height if an even dis- 
tribution of light is desired. The distance from the 
wall to the first outlet should be approximately 3^ 
the distance between outlets. 9 to 12 ft. are de- 
sirable mounting heights to work toward in most 
commercial or industrial interiors. Suspension 
type luminaires are to be preferred over ceiling 
type tor commercial interiors because they give 
the room a better appearance. The maximum dis- 
tance at which the luminaires can be mounted 
above the floor i.e. the maximum mounting height 
is obtained by subtracting the overall length of the 
unit as given in the Catalog from the ceiling height 
of the room. 
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VI — Lighting of Displays 
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Lighting of Show Windows 
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reflectors and the window, or by recessing the 
equipment in the ceiling. In corner windows 
where the equipment may be seen from the rear or 
side, it should be concealed from view either by re- 
cessing or by a rear valance. Where desirable to 
shield or soften the brightness of the light source, 
louvers or prismatic glass covered plates should be 
employed. 

In addition to the usual show window reflector 
equipment, which, if properly installed, would 
give a high uniform intensity of light on the dis- 
play, it is often desirable to illuminate an impor- 
tant part of the exhibit to an unusually high in- 
tensity. For this purpose spotlights should be in- 
stalled nearer the front corners of each show win- 



dow, and, if the window be a long one, at other 
strategic points. The spotlight should be provided 
with adaptors and color filters for color emphasis. 
The value of a display may be totally lost dur- 
ing the daytime, because of daylight window re- 
flection. Equipment should be provided to offset 
such conditions. The present practice is to emplov 
500 watt lamps on 18 inch centers. This will suffi- 
ciently eliminate window reflection and if wired in 
two or more circuits, one-half or one-third of the 
installation can be used for illuminating the win- 
dow at night. Recommendations as given in Table 
VIII will be sufficient for night illumination but 
can be appropriately supplemented by spot, flood 
and footlights.

Lighting of Show-Cases 



Show-cases are miniature show windows and in 
their lighting should be treated as such. About 
four times the intensity of the general store illumi- 
nation should be provided. The outlets should be 
installed along the front upper edge of the case as 
near as practicable to the front glass. Unlike show 
windows, it is not as a rule practicable to conceal 
the lighting equipment by a valance or by other 
means. Manufacturers, however, have so designed 
and constructed their equipment that it is small 
and inconspicuous. 



The individual show space reflector or the 
trough-type reflector may be satisfactorily em- 
ployed. Individual reflectors are usually installed 
on 1 2" to 24" centers with 25 watt lamps. Where 
a relatively higher order of illumination is pro- 
vided in the store itself or where dark goods are 
displayed, the 40 to 50 watt lamps should be used. 

Trough-type reflectors are usually installed 
with 25 watt lamps on 12", 18" or 24" centers. 
The 40 watt lamp should be used where a higher 
order of illumination is desired.

— Lighting of Wall Cases 



The illumination in the wall case should be two 
or three times the value of the general store illumi- 
nation. These cases can be illuminated with small 
individual reflectors similar to the type used in 
show windows, employing 60 watt lamps on 24" 
centers for the usual installation. Another method 
which is quite suitable and rather inconspicuous is 
the use of diffusing glass panels in the top of the 
case, locating them 3" back from the front. These 
should be 12" deep running the entire length of 
the case, and have 60 watt A-21 bulb lamps locat- 
ed on 18" to 24" centers placed horizontally about 
5" above the glass. To secure maximum utiliza- 



tion of light, the lamps should be covered by a 
metal or wooden housing finished in white or on 
the inside. 

Obviously, the recommendations given in this 
section for lighting various classes of displays ap- 
ly only to show windows, show-cases or wall cases 
of the more usual type. In each of these methods 
of display, the majority of windows or cases will 
be found to be very similar in size and general pro- 
portion. Where unusual dimensions, shelving or 
other features are involved, lighting authorities 
should be consulted.

TASSELS 

Tassels may be used with decorated basins as indi- 
cated in the listing and are finished in gilt to match 
the brown decoration. Other finishes may be ob- 
tained on special order at an increased cost. Drilled 
basins are required when tassels are used, and tassels 
are packed in the same carton with drilled basins. 

HANGERS 

All Magnalux hangers are wired unless otherwise 
noted. Unwired hangers will be furnished when 
specified on the order. Medium Magnalux hangers

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WIRE GUARDS FOR REFLECTORS 



Reflector guards are a useful protection wherever lamps are liable 

to theft or breakage; in indus- 
trial plants, public places and 
especially in gymnasiums, where 
the lamps are likely to be struck 
by balls. 




These reflector guards are made of heavily-tinned steel wire. The 
wire guard is hinged to a ring of the same material with electri- 
cally welded clamp to engage the beaded edge of the reflector. A 
spring-catch opposite the hinge holds the guard in position or 
allows it to be lowered for cleaning or for renewing lamps without 
disturbing the band around the edge of the reflector. A padlock

Dust-tight covers should be used on reflectors which are installed where smoke or dust is 
likely to reduce the efficiency of the reflecting surface or when reflectors are mounted in 
inaccessible locations. Considerable time can be saved in the cleaning of the reflector when 
glass covers are used since much less time is required to clean the smooth outer surface of 
the glass cover than the lamp and the inside of the reflector. 

Westinghouse dust-tight covers are easily and quickly installed. The complete cover is 
held to the reflector by a wire ring. The cover is hinged to this ring and the felt gasket is 
held tightly againsc che edge of the reflector by clips. By releasing these clips the lamp can 
be replaced without difficulty.
